James  H.  Cooney 
Elected  Mayor 
Of  Woodstock,  III. 

James  H.  Cooney,  ’40,  Wood- 
stock,  Ill.,  lawyer  and  veteran  of 
World  War  II,  has  been  elected 
mayor  of  that  city  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor, 
who  retired  several  months  ago. 
The  term  has  a  year  to  run. 

Mr.  Cooney  defeated  his  op¬ 
ponent  by  carrying  all  four  wards 
and  rolling  up  a  vote  of  1601  as 
against  802  for  the  opposition,  a 
margin  of  almost  two  to  one. 
Running  on  a  coalition  Civic-In¬ 
dependent  ticket,  Mr.  Cooney  asked 
the  voters  to  adopt  the  city  man¬ 
agerial  form  of  government,  which 
was  approved  by  a  vote  of  1418 
to  935. 

Mr.  Cooney  went  in  on  a  plat¬ 
form  promising  to  rid  the  city 
of  “waste,  corruption,  favoritism 
and  buck  passing.” 

The  majority  of  the  present 
aldermen  backed  Cooney.  “This, 
Cooney  said,  “will  stop  bickering 
and  quarreling  at  city  council 
meetings  because  no  mayor  can 
be  successful  if  he  does  not  have

William  Buckley  ChosenfoSpeak  Whaley  s  Quartet 
^  .  Wins  ‘Gold  Mike^ 

At  June  Commencement  Service  cpi.  Bernard  k.  whaiey,  jr., 

According  to  a  recent  announcement,  this  year’s  speaker  for 
Commencement  Day,  June  8,  will  be  William  F.  Buckley,  Jr.,  author 
of  the  recently  published  book,  “God  and  Man  at  Yale.” 

After  serving  in  the  armed  ‘ 


forces  during  World  War  II, 
Buckley  attended  Yale  University 
where  he  was  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  and  feared  students. 

He  was  co-chairman  of  the  Inter¬ 
faith  Conference,  member  of  the 
debating  team,  class  orator,  mem' 
ber  of  Skull  and  Bones,  the  Fence 
Club,  Elizabethan  Club,  Torch  and 
Honor  Society,  and  chairman  of 
the  Yale  Daily  News. 

Wrote  Against  Evils 
The  news  of  the  campus  was 
the  news  of  Buckley,  who  daily 
spread  his  views  in  the  editorials 
of  the  school  paper.  Constantly  he 
wrote  against  the  evils  of  those 
professors  who,  he  claimed,  were 
violating  the  basic  Christian  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  school  by  their 
atheistic  and  agnostic  viewpoints 
and  their  worming  in  of  modified 
socialism. 

After  g^raduation  he  wrote  his 
book  and  had  it  published  mainly 
as  an  appeal  to  Yale  alumni  to 
exert  their  influence  on  behalf  of 
Christianity  and  individuals.  He 
is  deeply  concerned  over  the 
current  trend  toward  irreligion 
and  collectivism  in  the  teaching 
at  his  school,  and  it  has  been 
observed  that  if  his  charges  are 
true  of  Yale,  they  are  likely  to 
be  true  of  U.  S.  higher  education 
in  general. 

Sensationalism  Charged 
College  representatives  and 
members  of  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession  repudiated  him,  coming 
back  with  accusations  of  sensa 
tionalism  on  Buckley’s  part. 
Others  defended  him  by  saying 
that  if  half  of  his  claims  are 
true,  a  general  housecleaning  must 
be  made  in  the  American  educa¬ 
tional  sysem  if  disaster  is  to  be 
prevented. 

Mr.  Buckley  was  graduated  in 
1950  and  now,  at  26,  is  remember¬ 
ed  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
chairmen  of  the  Yale  Daily  News 
in  70  years.  He  has  been  called 
everything  from  a  “most  brilliant 
journalist”  to  the  “most  danger¬ 
ous  undergraduate  that  Yale  has 
ever  seen.” 


Stohr  Reveals  ‘First’ 
For  Fr.  Chris  Daniel 

Word  of  another  “first”  for  the 
Rev.  Christian  Daniel,  ’96,  St. 
Joe’s  first  student,  came  to  the 
alumni  office  from  Michael  J.

Publishes  Text 
On  Christ’s  Life 

The  Life  of  Christ,  by  the  Rev. 
Aloys  H.  Dirksen,  ’20,  professor 
of  scripture  and  theology  at  St. 
Charles  Seminary,  Carthagena, 
Ohio,  was  published  in  April  by 
the  Dryden  Press  publishing 
company.  The  book  is  intended  as 
a  textbook  for  the  undergraduate 
course  in  that  subject. 

Formerly  in  charge  of  the  Life 
of  Christ  course  at  the  University 
of  Notre  Dame,  Father  Dirksen 
tested  the  application  of  his  work 
as  privately  printed  in  its  original 
form,  and  the  university  continues 
his  text  material  for  the  course. 

Unique  feature  of  the  book 
is  the  “dutch-door”  or  split-page 
device,  which  actually  provides 
the  reader  with  two  books  in 
one.  The  upper  “door”  supplies 
the  text  of  the  four  gospels, 
while  the  lower  door  contains  the 
biography.  A  series  of  cross-ref¬ 
erences  from  one  door  to  the 
other  enables  the  user  to  read 
any  one  of  the  gospels  and  refer 
to  the  life  of  Christ  in  the  other 
door  for  explanation  of  key 
passages. 

The  materials  are  arranged  for 
a  one-semester  course  and  are 
divided  into  28  chapters.
